How Science and Art Progress. 


The manner in which great progress is 
often made in art and science is illustrated 
in a late experience of Mr. O. R. Lane, the 
excellent photographic artist in this city.

Report of the Immigration Com- 
missioners. 


We have on our table the report of 
Colonel George N. Lester and Colonel 
Samuel Weil, the Domestle and Foreign 
Commissioners of Immigration. 

We should like to lay the whole docu- 
ment before our readers, but have not the 
space now. 

They state that they have done much 
work, but can report o results. Many 
immigrants have come to Georgia, but 
they cannot say whether it was due to 
their labors, as no provision for inquiring 
into the matter was made. 

They have circulated much valuable in- 
formation about Georgia. Colonel Weil 
spent over a year in Europe working assid- 
uously to induce immigration to this coun- 
try. Hetraveled much, invoked the power 
of the press, issued circulars and letters. 
He found great misconception of Southern 
character and life. He also found the coun- 
try full of agents from other countries, of- 
fering free homes and free transportation 
to settlers. He could not compete with 
agents offering such terms as these. Every 
species of warfare was resorted to by these 
competing agents to kill rivalry. The ab- 
surdest misrepresentations and slanders 
were used. 

The action of the Government, too, has 
done much injary in this matter. 

The Commissioners think the way is 
paved for good work hereafter.

The above extracts from Governor Bal- 
lock’s late message will meet with a hearty 
endorsement. To preserve the dignity of 
the bench is one of those axiomatic neces- 
sities that the most incorrigtble contomacy 
dare not question. ä 

We offer the Governor our aasistance in 
fixing the thing up. We propose to ar- 
range a sliding scale of off:nses against 
the sacred dignity of the Governor’s judi- 
ciary, that will at once please that august 
functionary, tittillate his division of 
judges and exasperate the people to the 
proper degree. 

Wecan not,in a short article, elaborate 
the matter very fully. We can only hint 
at the prodigious subject. I: is true that the 
judiciary, in the past, bas had no occasion 
for the extraordinary powers gaily and se- 
ductively alluded to by the Governor as 
necessary for the Radical ermine. Byt then 
these are extraordinary times. 

But to the subject. We propose to begin 
with, that any attorney who in court shall 
sneeze, without permission of his Honor, 
shall be compelled to whirl around, face 
the bench, and solemniy exclaim, in 
sepulchral tones, God bless you!” This 
is said to be the general custom in some 
country about sneezing. Its adoption in 
our courts would be fine for the judicial 
dignity. If the performance should make 
a jurymwan or witness laugh, we propose 


that he be dismissed the bar, and forever 


be disqualified from practicing in that or 
any other court, save Cupid's. 

Should a man out of court have the te- 
merity to question the correctness of a 
Judge's charge, and use the word“bah,”even 
though he was a party toa suit which he

It is a splendid conception, this, of mak- 
ing our judicial districts a set of young 
kingdoms with an absolute monarch eto 
rule the people. 

The Star Chamber abuses evolved the 
great charter of liberty. Our worthy 
Governor would bulld a squad of Star 
Chamber tribunals on the liberties of a free 
people. 

It was treason to abuse, to take a king's 
name in vain in a past age of semi-bar bar- 
ism. Itis now to be acrime to use the 
freediman’s freedom of speech in discussing 
a legal officer on the streets. 

Verily, Governor Bullock is a wise one. 
We can only add that the perfection of a 
judiciary will be obtained when this great 
change in the law is done, and Governor 
Bullock made a Judge under it.
